Tape gap not his

WASHINGTON <AP) - Former 
President Richard M. Nixon has 
denied under oath

The tape gap remains one of the 
mysteries of the Watergate scandals 
which drove Nixon to resign. 
The disclosure came at a hearing 
before a special three-judge court 
created to consider Nixon s attempts 
to regain control and possession ot 
the topes and 42 million documents 
and papers accumulated during his

SAN FRANCISCO (API - Presi 
lent Ford today proposed the crea- 
ion of a $100 billion government cor- 
>oration to help private industry 
inanee massive energy resource 
irojects over the next 10 years. 
In an address prepared for a con­ 
tention here of the AFL-CIO con­ 
structions trades and unions, Ford 
said the proposed corporation, to be 
•ailed the Energy Independence 
Authority, "will undertake only 
(hose projects which 
priva te 
business cannot undertake alone. 
The President said it would have 
authority to borrow and lend as a 
supplement to private efforts to 
develop oil. nuclear, coal and other 
energv sources. 
Even with $100 billion of financing 
to pass out. Ford emphasized it could 
only supplement private efforts 


because he estimated that “ we will 
need over $600 billion of energy in­ 
vestments over the next decade ... 
Noting that his audience was 
among the groups hardest hit by 
recession and the energy crisis, b ord 
declared: 
“ I want to see millions of new jobs 
in the next 10 years with healthy 
w id en in g r ip p le s of grow th 
throughout the economy. 
He said the Energy Independence 
Authority can help create jobs by 
financing vitally needed projects 
that will not bo financed even by 
America’s great private capital re­ 
sources.” 
Ford said the new corporation 
would be an independent agency 
reporting directly to the president. 
He said he was determined to ap­ 
point as its directors “ Americans ot 


stature without regard to partisan 
considerations.” 
Ford cited three areas in which he 
wants the proposed authority to con­ 
centrate: 
—“ New technologies to support or 
directly produce or tra nsport 
American energy: 
— •‘T ech n ologies to support 
American nuclear development; 
— “ E l e c t r i c a l 
p o w e r 
f r o m 
American coal, nuclear and geother­ 
mal sources. 
Ford sa id the Energy Inde- 
per.dencf Authority “ woni i nave a 
10-vear life and be slef-liquidating 
‘it is designed to achieve what 
many regard as impossible - energy 
independence by 1985.” Ford said 
“ But it is a program to secure our 
jobs, our standard of living and the

Ford did not say specifically when 
he would propose the creation of the 
authority to Congress but promised 
to act shortly.

In describing the proposed agency, 
he said it would “ have the power to 
take any appropriate financial action 
— to borrow and to lend — in order to 
get energy aetion.

Ford described th e.d rive for

Kearns reportedly made a dying 
declaration, witnessed by several 
hospital employes, in which he 
named Mrs Staats as the one who 
shot him Officers said they were un 
able to question her immediately 
because she was with her attorney. 
Ted Piatt of Claremont. 
Police Detective J ames Lugen- 
beel said thut early investigation in­ 
dicated that Mrs. Staats may have 
taken an overdose of some kind and 
that Kearns had taken her to the 
hospital for treatment. Lugenbeel 
said that when they arrived there in 
his ear. they argued, possibly over 
her taking the overdose, and during 
the argument she attempted to seize 
his revolver. 
There were indications. Lugen- 
beel said, that Kearns had attempted 
to unload the weapon. Four live cart­ 
ridges were found lying in the street 
next to the car. But the pistol, which 
holds five rounds, still had one in the 
cylinder. Mrs. Staats managed to 
gain control of the weapon and 
Kearns was shot once in the upper 
right chest, the officer said. 
The incident occurred shortly after 
2 a m. Kearns’ car was found parked 
a little more than 200 feet from the 
hospital entrance on Willow Street.

Hirohito s ay s 
he didn't plan 
Hawaii attack 
TOKYO (A P) - Emperor Hirohito today denied he 
helped plan the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
The 74-year-old monarch said he received reports on 
military operations beforehand but only after every detail 
had been decided by the military command 
The emperor received 31 foreign newsmen, most oi 
them American, in a rare audience a week before leaving 
on a visit to the United States. The newsmen were 
required to submit 12 questions in advance and were per­ 
mitted to ask questions elaborating on them afterward. 
Hirohito. who signed the Japanese declaration of war 
against the United States, defended his actions im­ 
mediately prior to the war, saying they were in accord 
with the Japanese constitution. 
American author David Bergamini wrote in a recent 
book that the emperor was intricately involved in the 
planning and execution of the Pearl Harbor attack and 
was also a leader of the militarist movement prior to the 
war. 
Unsmiling and sitting on the edge of his chair. Hirohito 
said he had heard of the book but uiu not know its contents 
so would not comment on it. But he added that he had 
always acted according to the constitution. 
The prewar constitution gave the emperor wide power 
but the postwar constitution written under the guidance ot 
U.S. occupation authorities reduced him to figurehead 
status. Asked whether he was satisfied with this role. 
Hirohito said the imperial family had always had the 
welfare of the Japanese people in mind and that as a sym­ 
bol of the Japanese state he was fulfilling that ancient 
tradition. 
The audience was held in a rose-carpeted drawing room 
of the Imperial Palace. The emperor wore a dark suit and 
blue shirt and seemed vigorous despite his age But his 
manner throughout the audience was tense 
Four of the written questions concerned the emperor s 
part in the m ilitary buildup before World W ar II. To all ot 
them he emphasized that he acted constitutionally. He 
also said he was studying what he would say to the 
American people about the war, which he called the low 
point of his half-century reign. 
Hirohito said he did not wish to say anything critical of 
the military authorities of the prewar years. He added 
that many people were involved, a number of whom are 
still alive.

The only other person ac­ 
cused under the 1918 act in 
peacetime was Napoleon 
Bland Jr. who pleaded 
guilty to c h a r g e s of 
firebombing an ROTC 
building at Washington 
University in 1970 Bland 
was sentenced to 10 years

An appeals court in St 
Louis in 1972 overturned 
the attempted sabotage

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Go v . Edmund Bro wn Jr. say s 
he do esn't intend to appo int judges who will be so ft o n 
criminals. 
The Demo crat added in a recent interv iew that he is 
mo re interested in a pro spectiv e judge's o v erall ability 
than whether he has a backgro und as pro secuto r o r public 
defender. 
A surv ey o f the 3 8 judges Bro wn has appo inted so far 
turned up fo ur fo rmer public defenders and fo ur fo rmer 
pro secuto rs 
Legal Affairs Secretary Antho ny Kline said Bro wn is 
making a special effo rt to find qualified wo men and 
mino rities, but that “ there is no quo ta 
o f wo men o r 
mino rity appo intments. 
So far. Bro wn has appo inted sev en blacks, sev en 
Mex icanAmericans. three o rientals and fiv e wo men. 
Bro wn said he is lo o king fo r v ario us qualities in judges, 
including intelligence, ho nesty , clear thinking and 
willingness to wo rk hard. 
Kline, who is Bro wn's chief aide in selecting judicial ap­ 
po intees. added the qualities o f “ understanding and co m­ 
passio n" to the list o f attributes which Bro wn is seeking. 
Bro wn, asked in a separate interv iew abo ut under­ 
standing and co mpassio n, said he agreed. But he added: 
‘ I certainly do n't want so me pie-inthe-sky character who 
do esn't understand we re liv ing in a to ugh wo rld o ut 
there." 
“ So me peo ple require punishment." Bro wn added, 
ex plaining that he wants judges who are willing to impo se 
stiff penalties in the cases that warrant them. 
“ We re lo o king fo r peo ple in ev ery area who are o ut­ 
standing. They may be public defenders. They may be 
pro secuto rs ... 
“ The qualities are clarity o f mind and strength o f 
character. We re no t lo o king fo r adv o cates, and we re no t 
lo o king fo r peo ple who can t make up their minds.

All they hav e 
told me is that lu ngs sometimes 
collap se for no reason, and that they 
don’t know why the first two tu bes 
didn't work 


Please giv e me some information 
abou t this. I still hav e p ain in both 
lu ngs som etim es. I smoked for 
sev eral y ears bu t q u it a y ear ago. I 
can now tell any one that if I can q u it 
smoking any one can. I will nev er 
smoke again. I hate ev en smelling 
cigarettes. 


DEAR READER - Yes, lu ngs 
sometimes collap se, abou t like a tire 
goes flat, and essentially for the 
same reason, becau se of a hole in the 
lu ng. 


You r lu ngs are really a collection 
of sm all balloons all connected 
together filled with air. Usu ally a 
p erson with y ou r p roblem has a 
small blister-like area at the u p p er 
tip of the lu ng This blister breaks 
cau sing a hole in the lu ng and air 
leaks ou t of the lu ng into the sp ace 
between the lu ngs and the chest wall 
Those little blisters are called 
blebs, and y ou may hav e been born 
with one or more When one breaks 
the hole that resu lts heals while the 
lu ng is collap sed The lu ng is p atched 
by natu re Then the air in the sp ace 
between the lu ng and y ou r chest wall 
is absorbed and the lu ng ex p ands 
again.

When the tu be was inserted higher 
where the lu ng was collap sed away 
from the chest wall, the op en end of 
the tu be was too far away from the 
lu ng for this to hap p en and it worked.

because Barzaghi, 37, is 
too close to Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr.. also 37, for the 
comfort of some of the 
persons who like to gather 
around politicians. 
He’s been called a guru, 
a svengali and a Rasputin. 
Barzaghi laughs. But he 
isn't happy that the allega­ 
tions seem to detract from 
his primary job of develop­ 
ing the arts in California. 
Technically. Barzaghi is 
a special assistant to the 
governor for the arts. His 
salary is the same as that 
of several other special as­ 
sistants. $24.000 a year. 
That might seem like a 
lot for art. But as Barzaghi 
sees it, it might not be too 
much for opinions from a 
source which has an entire­ 
ly different background 
than the rest of Brown’s 
mostly 
Western 
Americana, Ivy League ap­ 
pointees. 
French-born, a former 
soldier. 
seagoing 
bartender, actor and assis­ 
tant movie director, the 
twice-divorced Barzaghi 
says he’s devoted only to 
the arts. He doesn’t pre­ 
tend to understand the 
workings of American 
politics. 
But does he have in­ 
fluence on Brown? 
Emphatically no, said 
Barzaghi in a recent inter­ 
view. “ It’s not possible to 
influence him. Influence is 
a word that doesn't fit.” 
In a cocktail lounge near 


the Capitol. Barzaghi toys 
with a glass of wine as he 
explains. 
“ Brown is like a 
researcher. He never 
makes a decision without 
understanding it himself. 
His only way is to go 
through himself. He 11 ask 
10 questions and get 10 
answers. 
With 
his 
honesty—emotional 
and 
intellectual—he cannot be 
influenced.” 
‘‘I spend less time with 
him than anyone,” Bar­ 
zaghi added. “ I talk to him 
only 
when 
I 
have 
something to say.” 
Then

criticized0 
“ I think it’s because 
there were people working 
for themselves in the cam­ 
paign. even though they 
were working for Brown. 
They expected something 
for themselves. They have 
unfulfilled expectations. 
They feel they must pick 
on Brown or someone 
else.” 
If the relationship is 
unorthodox, that's the way 
it started. 
Barzaghi said he was in­ 
vited to dinner by a movie 
director several years ago 
and was told the California 
secretary of state was 
coming. 
“ I was expecting a man 
in his 50s with gray hair 
and very conservative.” 
said Barzaghi. 
“ Being French I don’t 
catch names when in­ 


troduced, 
and don’t 
remember them anyway. 
We were talking about art. 
and there was a piano 
player and we were joking 
about the film, Shoot the 
Piano Player,’ and after 
about 45 minutes I asked 
the host. 
When is the 
Secretary of State com­ 
ing?” ' 
“ I had been talking to 
him all along. It was very 
funny.” 
Soon Brown gave Bar­ 
zaghi a job as a clerical 
trainee at $377 a month. 
Later he joined Brown’s 
campaign staff, producing 
television commercials. 
Presently. Barzaghi is 
researching ways in which 
the state could help the 
arts to play a more impor­ 
tant role in the life of 
Californians. 
Art, he said, helps people 
communicate with each 
other.

President Richard M. Nixon has 
denied under oath “personal respon­ 
sibility for the 181 ¿-minute gap in a 
White House tape recorded three 
days after the Watergate break-in.

The tape gap remains one of the 
mysteries of the Watergate scandals 
which drove Nixon to resign. 
The disclosure came at a hearing 
before a special three-judge court 
created to consider Nixon s attempts 
to regain control and possession of 
the t a pi's ami 42 million documents 
and papers accumulated during his 
513-vear presidency. 
Nixon lawyer Herbert J Miller Jr 
said the government, in seeking to 
re ta in c o n tro ’ of the Nixon 
materials, has questioned the 62- 
vear-old 
fo rm er P re sid e n t's 
character. 
“ They say Mr. Nixon is un­ 
trustworthy. Mr. Nixon will distort 
the record, that Mr Nixon created 


the 18 ’ z-minute gap," Miller said 
"With respect to the 18’ 2-minute 
gap. Mr. Nixon was interrogated by 
the office of the special prosecutor." 
Nixon testified in a special session 
before two members of a Watergate 
grand jury last June.

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Ford urges joint U.S., 
business energy program 


SAN FRANCISCO (AF) — Presi­ 
dent Ford today proposed the crea­ 
tion of a $100 billion government cor­ 
poration to help private industry 
finance massive energy resource 
projects over the next 10 years. 
In an address prepared for a con­ 
vention here of the AFL-CIO con­ 
structions trades and unions. Ford 
said the proposed corporation, to be 
called the Energy Independence 
Authority, “ will undertake only 
those projects which private 
business cannot undertake alone." 
, 
The President said it would have 
authority to borrow and lend as a 
supplement to private efforts to 
develop oil. nuclear, coal and other 
energy sourees. 
Even with $100 billion of financing 
to pass out. Ford emphasized it could 
only supplement private efforts 


because he estimated that “'we will 
need over $600 billion of energy in­ 
vestments over the next decade . . . " 
Noting that his audience was 
among the groups hardest hit by 
recession and the energy crisis. Ford 
declared: 
“ I want to see millions of new jobs 
in the next 10 years with healthy 
w idening rip p le s of g ro w th 
throughout the economy." 
He said the Energy independence 
Authority can help create jobs by 
financing vitally needed projects 
that will not be financed even bv 
America s great private capital re­ 
sources." 
Ford said the new corporation 
would be an independent agency 
reporting directly to the president. 
He said he was determined to ap­ 
point as its directors "Americans of 


stature without regard to partisan 
considerations." 
Ford cited three areas in which he 
wants the proposed authority to con­ 
centrate: 
—‘“New technologies to support or 
directly produce or transport 
American energy; 
—“ T echnologies to support 
American nuclear development; 
“E le c tr ic a l pow er from 
American coal, nuclear and geother­ 
mal sources " 
Ford said the Energy lnde- 
pendenof Authority “would uavt* a 
10-vear life and be slef-liquidatmg 
“ It is designed to achieve what 
many regard as impossible — energy 
independence by 1985," Ford said 
‘ But it is a program to secure our 
jobs, our standard of living and the 
national interest of the United 


States." 
Ford did not say specifically when 
he would propose the creation of the 
authority to Congress but promised 
to act shortly. 
"Long-range security, jobs and 
energy are inseparable." he said. 
“ The time has come for action on 
energy independence," 
In describing the proposed agency, 
he said it would have the power to 
take any appropriate financial action 
— to borrow ami to lend — in order to 
get energy action. It wiH serve as a 
cala' n and stimulant, working 
through — not in place of — 
American industry " 
Ford described th e.d riv e for 
energy independence in terms of the 
programs to put a man on the moon 
and to develop the first atomic bomb 
during World War II

In simulated highway driving, the 
best performance was 41 miles per 
gallon by the Datsun B-210, with an 
85 cubic inch engine and manual 
transmission. 
This year, the EPA added a new 
ranking which takes into account an 
estimate that the average motorist 
does 55 per cent of his driving under 
city conditions and 45 per cent under 
highway conditions. 
In this combined city-highway 
driving, the EPA calculated the best 
mileage was 33 miles per gallon, 
d eliv ered by th re e c a rs: 
the 
Chevrolet (’hevette. the Datsun B-210 
and the Subaru with an 83-cubie 
engine and manual transmission 
The EPA said 1976 cars, industry­ 
wide. averaged 17.6 miles per gallon, 
12 8 per cent better than the average 
of 15 6 miles per gallon in 1975 
models and a 26 6 per cent improve­ 
ment in two years over the 13 9 miles 
per gallon averaged by 1974 cars 


The EPA gasoline mileage figures 
are a by-product of new car tests 
d e sig n e d to c e rtify th a t the 
autom obiles pass federal an ti­ 
pollution standards. 
The agency examines each new 
car on a dynomometer testing device 


in its laboratories at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., following a precise schedule 
of starts, stops and acceleration 
The auto industry has sometimes 
complained that lab testing is not an 
accurate measurement of actual on- 
the-road performance but the tests 
do allow a relative comparison of all 
cars under identical conditions. 
Manufac turers have not hesitated to 
ust' good EPA ratings in their adver­

EPA itself has pointed out that ac­ 
tual mileage depends on road condi­ 
tions and individual driving habits.

Hirohlto says 
he didn't plan 
Hawaii attack 
TOKYO (AP) — Emperor Hirohito today denied he 
helped plan the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
The 74-year-old monarch said he received reports on 
m ilitary operations beforehand but only after every detail 
had been decided by the m ilitary command 
The emperor received 31 foreign newsmen, most ot 
them American, in a rare audience a week before leaving 
on a visit to the United States The newsmen were 
required to submit 12 questions in advance and were per­ 
mitted to ask questions elaborating on them afterward. 
Hirohito. who signed the Japanese declaration ot war 
against the United States, defended his actions im ­ 
mediately prior to the war. saying they were in accord 
with the Japanese constitution. 
American author David Bergamini wrote in a recent 
book that the emperor was intricately involved in the 
planning and execution of the Pearl Harbor attack and 
was also a leader of the m ilitarist movement prior to the 
war. 
Unsmiling and sitting on the edge of his chair. Hirohito 
said he had heard of the book but did not know its contents 
so would not comment on it. But he added that he had 
always acted according to the constitution. 
Thè prewar constitution gave the emperor wide power 
but the postwar constitution written under the guidance ot 
U.S. occupation authorities reduced him to figurehead 
status. Asked whether he was satisfied with this role. 
Hirohito said the imperial family had always had the 
welfare of the Japanese people in mind and that as a sym­ 
bol of the Japanese state he was fulfilling that ancient 
tradition. 
The audience was held in a rose-carpeted drawing room 
of the Imperial Palace. The emperor wore a dark suit and 
blue shirt and seemed vigorous despite his age But his 
manner throughout the audience was tense 
Four of the written questions concerned the emperor s 
part in the m ilitary buildup before World War II. To all of 
them he emphasized that he acted constitutionally. He 
also said he was studying what he would say to the 
American people about the war, which he called the low 
point of his half-century reign. 
Hirohito said he did not wish to say anything critical of 
the m ilitary authorities of the prewar years He added 
that many people were involved, a number of whom are 
still alive.

Arthur H Bosworth said: 
‘it's easy to say now that 
perhaps sabotage wasn’t 
the charge.

Arraj rebuffed defense 
attempts to win permission 
for testimony of Dr 
Adrian Fisher, once the 
chief counsel at the State 
Department.

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Brown says 
he's looking 
for quality 


SACRAM ENTO (A P ) - Gov. Edmund Brown J r says 
he doesn't intend to appoint judges who w ill be soft on 
criminals. 
The Democrat added in a recent interview that he is 
more interested in a prospective judge's overall ability 
than whether he has a background as prosecutor or public 
defender. 
A survev of the 38 judges Brown has appointed so far 
turned up four former public defenders and four former 
prosecutors 
Legal Affairs Secretary Anthony Kline said Brown is 
making a special effort to find qualified women and 
minorities, but that “ there is no quota 
of women or 
minority appointments. 
So far. Brown has appointed seven blacks, seven 
MexicanAmericans. three orientals and five women 
Brown said he is looking for various qualities in judges, 
including intelligence, honesty, clear thinking and 
willingness to work hard. 
Kline, who is Brown's chief aide in selecting judicial ap­ 
pointees. added the qualities of “ understanding and com­ 
passion“ to the list of attributes which Brown is seeking 
Brown, asked in a separate interview about under­ 
standing and compassion, said he agreed. But he added: 
“ I certainly don’t want some pie-inthe-sky character who 
doesn't understand we re living in a tough world out 
there." 
“ Some people require punishment," Brown added, 
explaining that he wants judges who are willing to impose 
stiff penalties in the cases that warrant them. 
“ We’re looking for people in every area who are out­ 
standing. They may be public defenders. They may be 
prosecutors — 
“ The qualities are clarity of mind and strength of 
character. We re not looking for advocates, and we re not 
looking for people who can t make up their minds. 
Brown said. 
Added Kline: “ We are trying to strike a balance. The 
governor is not going to appoint only public defenders. He 
is certainly not going to appoint all prosecutors

group said. “ Mary had a 
little lamb.

Phase two: What’s good 
mileage maintenance worth?

Still wondering what it 
was all about, our 23 
test drivers took turns 
driving the course, a 
22-mile path that 
included both in-town 
and highway driving. 
Each was instructed to 
drive in his or her 
usual manner. 
Alter each driver’s turn, 1 sneaked a look at 
the special mileage meter hidden in the trunk. 
Average for all 23 drivers — 13.fi miles per 
gallon. 
Now here’s a bit of a shocker. 
According to the best information 1 could 
find, 13.6 mpg is nof bad mileage for a car of 
this make and year. 
So, while I can’t say there’s another car 
with exactly the same hindicsps, 1 figure that 
a lot of cars probably have mileage handicaps 
just as bad as our test car. 


Fo u r Get into high gear quickly. If you have 
an automatic, learn to “feel" the shifting. 
With these tricks, our test drivers got an 
average of 16.8 mpg. An additional 8.9 per­ 
cent for a w hopping 23.5 percent over the first 
run. That’s equivalent to nearly three months’ 
worth of gasoline per year. 


Our test group m s made up of ordinary drivers. Overall 
mileage improvement was 121.5 percent. 


We looked for a five percent boost from 
correcting ignition timing. 
An improvement of about four percent was 
expected from correcting the idle mixture. 
And, although we couldn’t say how much, 
we expected to save some fuel by getting the 
wheels aligned, correcting the idle speed, 
and changing from single grade 30 weight 
motor oil to a multigrade 10W40. 
When the same 23 drivers drove the course 
a second time, without knowing the car had 
been changed, they averaged 15.6 mpg. An 
improvement of 14.6 percent — two miles per 
gallon better. 
Of course savings will be different for 
different cars fend drivers. 


How to figure the real cost 
of mileage maintenance 


Obviously it pays to make mileage improve­ 
ments like proper tire pressure. But what 
about a tune-up or radial tires? Is the gas you 
save worth it? 
Let’s take a tune-up as an example. 
It could easily reduce gas consumption by 
five percent. For the average driver, that 
would be 37Vk gallons a year, enough to offset 
a large j>art of the price of the tune-up.

Fortified food 
aids nations 


It is not only an inadequate food supply that 
millions of people in the underdeveloped world suf­ 
fer from, but inadequate nutrition in the food supply 
thev do have. 
The lack of proper vitamin and mineral nutrition 
causes such diseases as beriberi fa deficiency of 
vitamin B-l). pellagra fa deficiency of niacin and B 
vitamins), 
rickets 
ia deficiency of calcium), 
anemia (a deficiency of iron' and vitamin A 
deficiency blindness. 
In India alone an estimated 10.000 people become 
blind each vear because of vitamin A deficiency In 
that country and others, shortcomings in the 
quality, not just the quantity, of food aggravate the* 
social, economic and medical problems associated 
with hunger. 
Prevention of diseases caused by nutritional 
deficiencies is not expensive and well within the 
reach of even the poorest nation For example, for­ 
tifying foods with vitamin A would cost only about 
1.5 cents a person a day According to John W. 
Gage, marketing manager of Hoffman-La Roche 
Inc.. a major supplier of vitamins, the total cost for 
providing effective levels of 13 essential vitamins 
and minerals comes to less than 18 cents a person a 
dav. or approximately 65 dollars a year 
Yet little is being done in this country or in many 
other countries around the world where the 
vitamin-mineral fortification of key foods could 
result in important health benefits at very low cost. 
By focusing on the quantity of food required to 
meet world needs, we have lost the perspective ot 
nutritional quality, says (»age, V itamin and mineral 
deficiencies will not be eliminated simply by giving 
the underdeveloped countries ol the world more 
cereal grains. Without proper consideration to both 
quantity and quality, it is doubtful that much 
progress will be made toward upgrading the 
nutritional status of large segments of the world 
population. 
The United States, he says, can take immediate 
steps to improve the nutritional qualify of its foods 
donated under Public Law 480 by fortifying them to 
provide* sufficient amounts of vitam ins and 
minerals Within 12 months after these foods have 
achieved 
national 
distribution, 
definite 
health 
benefits from the fortification program would be* 
observed 
“The case is real and the unmet nutritional m ods 
of the population arc known, 
says Gage

technology needed to solve these nutritional needs 
exists.

New view 
of gripes 


With unemployment persisting in hovering near 
the nine per cent mark it may be true that many 
workers are happy just to have a job. 
But it is no less true that 18 months of depressing 
economic* nows has pushed the ' dissatisfaction in­ 
dex ” of workers to a high level, contends James L. 
Hayes, president of the American Management As­ 
sn. “This is a healthy dissatisfaction that employes 
too often hesitate to express because they feel word 
will get around that they are trouble-makers 
Too many executives, he says, tail to realize* that 
this kind of dissatisfaction may be as important to 
productivity as em ploye loyalty, and that it 
employes are suppressing their discontent, they 
may also be suppressing solutions to that discon­ 
tent 
Wise managers, on the other hand, are taking 
steps to channel dissatisfaction into constructive 
use. When employes realize that management is as 
concerned as they are. this often is the catalyst that 
turns pent-up frustration into positive results 
Hayes cites one company that sponsored a “Why 
l m More Dissatisfied Than You contest Possibly 
absurd on the surface, it provided feedback to 
management on what were sources of discontent 
The company determined, for example, that the 
majority of employes would be happier starting to 
work at eight o'clock instead of nine and taking 
half-hour instead of hour lunches The suggestions 
were put into effect, with an added bonus to the 
company of a small but helpful savings in utility 
bills because of the new working hours 


WASHINGTON — Only a mix of in­ 
genuity and luck, confidential docu­ 
ments show, can bail out a closely - 
guarded project to prevent Buck 
Rogers weapons from blacking out 
all radio contact and from the 
Presidential jet.

April. 1973. when the Air Force 
rushed through a $19.5 million deal 
wi t h 
M c D o n n e l l

Astronautics to build two gigantic 
platforms in New Mexico, each the 
si/e of an athletic field 
Planes could be mounted on the 
boards and bombarded by “electro­ 
magnetic pulse simulators 
to 
duplicate the nuclear blast rays or 
other enemy electric emissions.

Within w eeks, confidential Air 
Force documents show, the scheme 
literally began to come unglued The 
Air Force decided that plans to glue 
joints together would have to be 
junked, because they would lack 
strength and durability. 
SinCe the platforms had to be non- 
i octal lie, ordinary bolts could not be 
used. Costly wooden bolts were final- 
Iy c h o s e n . M e a n w h i l e , the 
worthwhile, if risky, concept was 
becoming unstuck in other ways

WASHINGTON - (NEA) — For all his economic sins 
and slavish worship of computer readouts, one concept , 
Robert Strange McNamara brought to Washington and 
the Pentagon should be adopted as gospel by every presi-,. 
dent, senator and representative 


McNamara, it will be recalled, established the five- ( 
year, lookahead system in the Department of Defense 
That is. each major project was calculated ahead by five 
years to determine what pressure it would exert on the 
budget. As McNamara knew, and as every president and 
congressman should have learned by now. it s not the in­ 
itial cost of a program — which may be in the low millions 
— that counts, but the cost after it has grown to 
adolescence and adulthood, which may run into billions a 
year. 
. j* 
This is what Congress has neglected in carrying out its - 
new budgeting system 


This year. Congress faithfully promised fiscal restraint 
and responsibility, and set up some impressive rules to 
prove sincerity. Nevertheless, in voting on money bills* 
thus far this session, congressmen collectively have 
failed in practice to give any apparent appreciable 
thought to the cost of their programs five and 10 years' 
hence 


Thus, the much heralded congressional monetary • 
reform, which was to save us all money, may prove, in 
the end. to be considerably less than half a loaf. 
The importance of looking ahead becomes clear when it 
is realized that more than half the average federal budget 
today consists of commitments inherited from previous^ 
budgets. 
Each year, the dollar value of these old commitments 
inevitably rises, pushing the budget up beyond reason 
•% 
Now this is not because no one thought of the problem * 
The budgeting reform voted by Congress, in tact requires 
the President to make five-year projections for all budget 
items — in the McNamara tradition 
Mr Ford's men have made these predictions, which 
may or may not be correct, accuracy in economic guess­ 
ing being what it is today. 
Nevertheless, for what they re worth, the projections 
indicate that old programs, many of which presumably 
should have reached their full growth by now will expand 
from $268 4 billion in fiscal 1974 to a predicted $462 billion 
by 1900 
The White House budget specialists predict further that 
the $400 million in programs the Ford administration 
proposed to Congress in January this year would grow to 
$14 7 billion in 15 years That is. by 1980 they would be 
almost 37 times as large. 
In the 10 years between fiscal 1966 and 1976 health 
programs expanded by a factor of 10, from $2 6 billion 
to $28 billion, veterans benefits from $5 9 billion to $15 6 
billion, federal employe retirem ent and disability from 
$17 billion to $7 9 billion, public assistance from $3 4 
billion to $18.4 billion, and interest on the public debt from 
$12 billion to $36 billion 
Hus is not to argue that ail these increases are bad. It 
is. however, to say that in too many cases, little of this 
future growth was taken into account when the original 
projects were voted This failure, more and more, is box 
ing in the budget makers. They are being handcuffed by 
the lack of foresight or “ iorethmking" done when 
“sm all" but “ worthy" programs were originally voted, 
Once instituted, it is almost impossible to cancel or 
significantly reduce programs, even when they ve grown 
out of all reason, or when their usefulness has ended. a> 
almost any recent president could testify with strong feel­ 
ing Mr Ford has had remarably littie success with his 
modest proposals along this line Mr. Nixon failed com­ 
pletely Few other presidents have dared try 
We cannot afford much more ot such nonsense

I 
was the Picasso of the scratch pad, 
the Titian of time wasters, the 
Delacroix of doodlers. 


While listening on the telephone to 
complaining callers, while attending 
uninteresting lectures (“Peripheral 
Ostracization in Early Hierarchical 
Society" by Prof J Yawnsworthv 
Wentworth. Ph. D ) or while simply 
waiting for my-bookie to call me. I 
kept busy with my pencil creating 
minor works of art. faces and figures

Dr. Lamb 
Collapsed lung needs patch 
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DEAR DR. LAMB — Recently I 
was hospitalized for eight days due 
to a collapsed lung A tube was in­ 
serted into my chest to pump it back 
up. but for some reason it didn t 
work So another one was inserted in 
the same place which didn't work 
either. 


1 was transferred to a ear- 
diothoracic surgeon who inserted a 
tub«* from underneath piv arm on the 
far side of my breast, and my lung 
was up by the next day All they have 
told me is that lungs sometimes 
collapse for no reason, and that they 
don’t know why the first two tubes 
didn't work 


Please give me some information 
about this. I still have pain in both 
lungs sometimes. I smoked for 
several years but quit a year ago I 
can now tell anyone that if I can quit 
smoking anyone can. I will never 
smoke again I hate even smelling 
cigarettes 


DEAR READER — Yes. lungs 
sometimes collapse, about like a tire 
goes flat, and essentially for the 
same reason, because of a hole in the 
lung 


Your lungs are really a collection 
of small balloons all connected 
together filled with air. Usually a 
person with your problem has a 
small blister-like area at the upper 
tip of the lung This blister breaks 
causing a hole in the lung and air 
leaks out of the lung into the space 
between the lungs and the chest wall 
Those little blisters are called 
blebs, and you may have been born 
with one or more When one breaks 
the hole that results heals while the 
lung is collapsed The lung is patched 
by nature Then the air in the space 
between the lung and your chest wall 
is absorbed and the lung expands 
again. This would occur in time in 
most cases without inserting a tube 
to drain off the excess air outside the 
lung, but it takes a long time that 
way 
Why did the first two tubes through 
your chest wall not work? It is a good 
bet that the lung was not completely 
collapsed and part of the lung wrap­ 
ped around tlie open end of the tube 
When the tube was inserted higher 
where the lung was collapsed away 
from the chest wall, the open end of 
the tube was too far away from the 
lung for this to happen and it worked 


The tube works by allowing the air 
to be pushed out of the space 
between the lungs and chest wall as 
the lung expands This speeds up the 
process enormously 
For a better understanding of how 
your lungs work and the relationship 
of the lungs to your chest wall, you 
can write to me in care of this new­ 
spaper, P.O. Box 1551, Radio City 
Station.

You may never have any more of 
these episodes but if you have a 
cluster of blebs (blisters) at the tip 
of your lungs, you could have one of 
them break again When a person has 
several episodes and such a problem 
it is sometimes a good idea to 
remove the small area of the lung 
where the blebs are. 
This episode does not mean you 
have serious lung disease or that it 
will shorten or otherwise affect your 
life. I agree you should not smoke 
and am against smoking for health 
reasons but I’ll have to tell you that 
your problem is probably unrelated 
to cigarettes

NFL offers 
new contract 


NEW YORK ( AP> — The National 
Football League, in a new contract 
oiler presented today to its players 
union, ottered relaxations in its con 
troverstal Rozelle Rule which would 
guarantee that no player with tour 
years' service may be forced to 
change teams. 
The offer also says that any player 
with four years or more experience 
who signs a contract of three or 
more vears may become a free agent 
at the end ot that contract without 
playing an option year. 


The offers presented today in 
Chicago to the 
league's 
player 
representatives is lor four years and 
is retroactive to Feb 1. 1974. when 
the last contract expired Since the 
expiration, the league has been beset 
bv two player strikes because union 
and management have been unable 
to reach a new agreement 
Chief among the major road­ 
blocks has been the Rozelle Rule, 
which says that once a player 
becomes a free agent and signs with 
another team, his new team must 
compensate his old one with players 
or draft choice* 
Another relaxation proposed by the 
NFL today is its rules which binds a 
ptaver to one team. Under the 
proposal, any p la y e r w ith a 
minimum oi seven years experience 
who is placed on waivers may imme­ 
diately declare himsell a free agent 
and begin negotiating with any team 
ot his choice. 
Among other offers made today by 
the league: 
Increases of 35 to 50 per cent in 
pension benefits and a guarantee 
that the league will make all con­ 
tributions to the pension fund which 
have not been made since the last 
contract expired 
Under the new 
proposal, a player with 10 years ex­ 
perience could get a pension of 
«37.000 a year at age 85 instead of the 
previous «24.000. or a pension of 
«14.000 a year al age 55 instead ot the 
previous «9.000 


Two of the biggest problems facing 
the players stem from the lack of a 
contract—union membership has 
lallen because dues are no longer 
taken out of paychecks and the pen­ 
sion fund is nearing bankruptcy 
because no new money has been put 
into it for almost two years. 
The proposal made today offers to 
reinstate the checkoff of union dues 
and would again make the pension 
fund healthy. 
But the Rozelle Rule remains the 
major disputed item by Ed Garvey, 
executive director of the players un­ 
ion 
Todav s proposal offers to revise 
that ruie. but it was not immediately 
known if the revision would be 
enough to satisfy the players. 
Under the offer, any player who 
plavs out his option in order to 
become a free agent would receive 
100 per cent of his previous year s 
salary. 
Currently, 
players 
only 
receive 90 per cent of their last 
year's salary when they play out 
their option. 


Today's offer also guarantees that 
no player with 
four years 
ex­ 
perience could be ordered to change 
clubs as compensation for a player 
who had played out his option and 
moved to another team. However. no 
veteran ever has been successfully 
ordered to change teams, and the 
only tim e C om m issioner P ete 
Rozelle tried to move a veteran he 
lost the case in court. 


Copies of the offer are to be given 
to each 
NFL player today. 
Any 
changes made as a result of the 
negotiations will be given to all the 
players on Thursday. 


A league-wide vote will be taken at 
that time, with the results to be an­ 
nounced a week from today. The 
plavers union signed a pledge not to 
strike until after this weekend s 
games, and management in turn of­ 
fered to present its contract offer to­ 
day

because Barzaghi, 37, is 
too close to Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr.. also 37, for the 
comfort of some of the 
persons who like to gather 
around politicians. 
He's been called a guru, 
a svengali and a Rasputin. 
Barzaghi laughs. But he 
isn’t happy that the allega­ 
tions seem to detract from 
his primary job of develop­ 
ing the arts in California. 
Technically. Barzaghi is 
a special assistant to the 
governor for the arts. His 
salary is the same as that 
of several other special as­ 
sistants. $24.000 a year. 
That might seem like a 
lot for art. But as Barzaghi 
sees it, it might not be too 
much for opinions from a 
source which has an entire­ 
ly different background 
than the rest of Brown’s 
m o stly 
W e s te rn 
Americana. Ivy League ap­ 
pointees. 
French-born, a former 
s o ld ie r. 
seagoing 
bartender, actor and assis­ 
tant movie director, the 
twice-divorced Barzaghi 
says he’s devoted only to 
the arts. He doesn't pre­ 
tend to understand the 
workings of Am erican 
politics. 
But does he have in­ 
fluence on Brown? 
Em phatically no, said 
Barzaghi in a recent inter­ 
view “ It’s not possible to 
influence him. Influence is 
a word that doesn t fit.’’ 
In a cocktail lounge near 


the Capitol. Barzaghi toys 
with a glass of wine as he 
explains: 
“ B ro w n -is 
lik e a 
researcher. 
He never 
makes a decision without 
understanding it himself. 
His only way is to go 
through himself He’ll ask 
10 questions and get 10 
a n sw e rs. 
W ith 
his 
honesty—emotional 
and 
intellectual—he cannot be 
influenced. ” 
“ I spend less time with 
him than anyone. 
Bar­ 
zaghi added. “ I talk to him 
only 
when 
I 
h ave 
something to say.’’ 
Then 
why 
is 
he 
criticized? 
“ I think it's because 
there were people working 
for themselves in the cam­ 
paign. even though they 
were working for Brown. 
They expected something 
for themselves. They have 
unfulfilled expectations. 
They feel they must pick 
on Brown or someone 
else.” 
If the relationship is 
unorthodox, that’s the way 
it started. 
Barzaghi said he was in­ 
vited to dinner by a movie 
director several years ago 
and was told the California 
secretary of state was 
coming. 
“ I was expecting a man 
in his 50s with gray hair 
and very conservative.” 
said Barzaghi. 
“ Being French I don t 
catch names when in 


troduced, 
and 
don’t 
remember them anyway. 
We were talking about art. 
and there was a piano 
player and we were joking 
about the film. Shoot the 
Piano Player,’ and after 
about 45 minutes I asked 
the host, ‘When is the 
Secretary of State com­ 
ing?” " 
“ I had been talking to 
him all along. It was very 
funny." 
Soon Brown gave Bar­ 
zaghi a job as a clerical 
trainee at $377 a month. 
Later he joined Brown’s 
campaign staff, producing 
television commercials. 
Presently. Barzaghi is 
researching ways in which 
the state could help the 
arts to play a more impor­ 
tant role in the life of 
Californians. 
Art, he said, helps people 
communicate with each 
other. 
S p ea k in g 
of 
that 
challenge, 
Barz aghi 
paused, reached for his 
American filtertip ciga­ 
rettes and said. “ There's a 
difference between the old 
and the new style of 
politics. If you’re a servant 
of the people, you have to 
forget about yourself. 
As for his past. Barzaghi 
was born in Beausoleil 
France, “ across the street 
from Monaco.” 
At age 17 he went to sea 
as had his father, becom 
ing a w a i t e r and 
i 
bartender on a passenger
